The 
Demand Notes represent the birth of Federal U.S. currency as we know 
it. Issued in late August 1861 to help finance the Civil War, they are 
unique in that they do not bear the Treasury Seal, and only have one 
serial number. A total of $60 million was authorized to be issued which 
was a considerable sum of money 160 years ago. They were officially 
payable at five locations: New York, Philadelphia, Boston, Cincinnati 
and St. Louis, but only the first three appear with any frequency. The 
last two are quite rare. The presently offered note is payable at New 
York and like all Demand notes, is hand signed by representatives of 


the offices of the Register of the Treasury and Treasurer of the United 
States. While not perfect, it is an acceptable circulated note with much 
of the original green overprint and red serial number still standing 
out against lightly toned paper. PCGS Banknote mentions “Minor 
Glue, Minor Edge Split” on the back of the holder, most of which is 
visible at the center of the top margin. Minor repairs are often found 
on these early notes, so if you've been looking to add a Demand Note 
to your collection at a reasonable price, don't overlook this one.

Though the original issue of Demand Notes was 
rather substantial, their tenure as the lone federal 
paper currency was very short. Within two years of 
their debut, nearly 95% of all Demand Notes had 
been redeemed. As a result, Demand Notes are 
very scarce today with the vast majority being $5 
notes. All were printed on relatively thin paper that 
was more fragile than should have been used for 
circulating currency. As a result, the notes did not 
wear well. Because they could be exchanged at par 
for gold coins, those that remained in circulation 
traded for a premium over other federal currency 
issues that appeared in 1862, and they were readily 
accepted. Still, most were redeemed. At the time, 
redeeming all the Demand Notes for the gold they 
represented would have made the most economic 
sense. This clearly didn't happen. We must assume 
today that the few survivors were simply forgotten, 
temporarily lost, or saved as curiosities by those 
who could afford to do so. Whatever the reason 
this note was saved, it was clearly well cared for by 
all who have handled it since the day it was issued. 


The aesthetic quality of this note would be hard to 
overstate. The white paper is bright and fresh with 
no discolorations, handling smudges or foxing 
spots. The inks are bright and vivid on both sides, 
with the ornate back being particularly striking, 
qualifying as an ideal representative of the first 
“greenback” type. Indeed, PMG has noted on the 
holder that the note has exceptional color and 
embossing in addition to the EPQ designation.

The collection consists of 26 notes. (Plates #1-24, 26-27.) 
The Bureau of Engraving and Printing (BEP) neglected 
to engrave plate #25 when that specific Treasury seal 
plate was being made. When the BEP transferred their 
entire archive of currency and revenue sheets to the 
Smithsonian Institution, they were scanned by the 
Institute and made digitally available to the public. 


The archive contains all the Lincoln Treasury seal plate 
sheets confirming that just 27 sheets were produced. 
Each sheet of the red Treasury seals has a single red 
engraved plate number in the body and a corresponding 
post-production blue stamp; except for sheet #25 which 
only has the blue numerical stamp. When the sheet was 
cut into individual notes, if the plate number wasn't 
trimmed, a red seal plate number can be found on the 
vertical axis around Lincoln’ portrait. Originally it was 
thought that the Lincoln was printed in sheets of 12 
notes as evidenced by the only uncut sheet known from 
the legendary John Ford collection (sold by Stack’s in 
May 2004) but with the recent release of the BEP sheet 
images to the public, it was discovered that they were 
actually printed in sheets of 15. 


Our consignor, Rick Melamed, has written extensively 
on the subject of Fractionals, specializing in plate 
number Fractional notes. Most notably, he wrote a 
comprehensive study in the July/August 2010 issue 
(No. 268) of Paper Money detailing the 50¢ Lincoln 
Treasury Seal face plate numbers. In it, he discusses 
the numerical range, location, color and frequency 
of appearance of these plate numbers. A copy of that 
article will accompany this lot. 


Rick has spent the past 20 years hunting down each 
number to complete the set. Looking for the non- 
existent #25 it was thought to be a hole in the collection, 
but it turns out it never existed - making the set offered 
here complete. Many of the notes in this lot are likely 
unique, certainly in low single digits. With a short run 
(December 1869 - January 1870) the population of 


Lincoln Fractionals is sparse making this set challenging 
to assemble and nearly impossible to duplicate. 


We are most impressed with the time, research and 
effort that went into completing this unique set, and 
hope that the fortunate winning bidder will appreciate 
the singular nature of this extraordinary undertaking.

8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms of Sale 
herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make payment in full by the 
Default Date, Stack’s Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, in addition to all other 
remedies which it may have at law or in equity to rescind the sale of that lot or any other 
lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments made by Buyer as liquidated

We are pleased to offer a fourth, even though the grade is certainly 
not the highest. The note is tightly trimmed as is often seen on these 
issues. The paper is toned, and there are a few minor splits, consistent 
with the grade. However all the overprints, as well as the signatures 
remain clearly visible, and PMG did not note any repairs, nor did it 
give it a “Net” grade. So we are simply looking at a fair amount of just 
good, honest wear.
